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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 54 and 71-78 are allowed. 

2. . Claims 71-78 are allowed as set forth in the Office Action mailed 10/27/06. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. As per claim 54, the examiner found no reference in the prior art that disclosed or made 
obvious an apparatus comprising a slit member defining a slit through which a beam passes prior 
to incidence of the beam on an object, wherein the slit has a size A in a direction transverse to 
the direction of propagation of the beam and calculated according to the formula: A < XI 89, 
wherein X is the wavelength of incident radiation and 59 is the optical resolution of the apparatus 
and including all limitations as recited in independent claim 54.
